Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a method of selectively directing a 
moiety to lung endothelium wherein the moiety is conjugated to a structure of SEQ ID 
NO: 1 7 or to any of the structures of claims 8-13. The structures of claims 8-13 are 
known in the art to bind to and/or inhibit MDP; however, none of these structures are 
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disclosed as being "lung-homing" molecules or of selectively binding to MDP in lung 
tissue.
